Black mould found at Didsbury High School 


Band students 
moved to sewing 
room

Didsbury High School’s 
band room will remain quiet 
while the Chinook’s Edge 
School Board investigates the 
presence of stachybotrys 
chartarum, commonly known 
as black mould. 

The mould was found a 
week-and-a-half ago in the 


portable classroom attached 
to the high school when main¬ 
tenance crews removed wet 
dry-wall caused by a leak by 
a clogged eavestrough, offi¬ 
cials said Wednesday. 

Black mould can be toxic 
when inhaled or ingested and 
has been a concern for sus¬ 
pected human health prob¬ 
lems. 

It is the second time this 
year a Chinook’s Edge school 
has been hit with black mould 
contamination. 

The 700 student River Val¬ 
ley school in Sundre was 
closed for a week in February 
to clean up two patches of 
black mould. 

Board Chair Roy Brassard 


said the Sundre situation has 
prepared the division for the 
latest black mould contamina¬ 
tion in Didsbury. 

“It’s good to have some ex¬ 
perience in what to look for 
and also what steps need to 
be taken,” Brassard said at a 
regular school board meeting 
Wednesday. 

A letter was sent out by 
school officials Tuesday to 
parents explaining the mould 
had been found and that an 
independent consultant had 
been hired to conduct air sam¬ 
ples in the band room. 

Tests will also be conducted 
in other locations throughout 
the school where leaks and 
moisture have been a concern 


in the past. 

“We are taking these steps 
as a precaution, because stu¬ 
dent and staff health and 
safety is our top priority,” 
Principal Steve Thompson 
said in the letter. 

Superintendent Jim Gib¬ 
bons said in light of the lat¬ 
est findings, the 11,000 stu¬ 
dent division north of 
Calgary will be testing all of 
its portables. 

“We are going to test not 
only portables, but we are 
going to test the whole 
Didsbury school again,” said 
Gibbons. 

“Fortunately or unfortu¬ 
nately, from the Sundre exam¬ 
ple, we are pretty pro-active 


on mould.” 

Heather Henderson-Hill, 
assistant superintendant, 
confirmed maintenance staff 
have cleaned band instru¬ 
ments and furnishings in the 
portable. 

Students have been relo¬ 
cated to the school’s sewing 
room. Didsbury High School 
has been placed high on gov¬ 
ernment audits as a school in 
need of upgrade or replace¬ 
ment. 

The board recently received 
permission from the province 
to go ahead with the planning 
of a new high school in 
Didsbury, although necessary 
funds for school have not yet 
been announced.

At their April meeting, the 
board debated the proposed 
lines that were drawn up.

Chinook's Edge School Di¬ 
vision trustees gave three 
readings to a by-law amend¬ 
ment that will change the vot¬ 
ing lines within their divi¬ 
sion.

last fall to leave a good layer of frost, 
even though it was dry underneath,” 
he said. 

With the storm at the later stages 
of the month, frost was out of the 
ground and precipitation soaked to 
deep levels. When snow followed, it 
melted slowly giving the moisture 
more time to drive deeper - down past 
the root level. 

“That is just what we needed, a 
slow melt to give it time to be ab¬ 
sorbed.” 

He said weather forecasters are 
calling for an average or above aver¬ 
age precipitation for the rest of spring 
and an average level of precipitation 
for this summer. 

“If that happens, we are looking at 
a much better year than we have had 
in the past two years,” said 
Michielsen. 

Optimum weather from now for the 
next few weeks would be warm and 
dry conditions followed by more pre¬ 
cipitation (after producers can get the 
seed in the ground) to re-wet the sur¬ 
face and bring this area back up to 
field capacity. 

Conditions around the province are 
favourable in most areas. 

Michielsen said areas west of High¬ 
way 2 and south of Highway 1 are in 
the best shape. 

Mountain View County is very good. 

Worst parts of the province from 
last year's drought are doing better 
but are still having varying amounts 
of subsurface moisture. 

“Directly north of Camrose has 
very little moisture. Seeding condi¬ 
tions are okay but so far, as of May 
1, they have seen poor subsurface 
moisture.” 

“If you can't be west of Highway 2 
and south of Highway 1, be in Moun¬ 
tain View County.” he laughed. 

Michielsen tests soil in spring and 
fall. The program began more than 15 
years ago. 

At that time soil was tested only in 
the fall, as the program advanced soil 
was tested in spring and fall; cutbacks 
in the 1990s had testing cut back to 
spring. 

When drought conditions began 
five years ago the program was 
stepped up to spring and fall again.

Moisture conditions for 2003 have 
taken a complete turn around from 
2002 and are leaving soil in the best 
shape producers have seen in years. 

As of May 1st, the weather for seed- 
ing conditions and soil moisture 
couldn’t have been better for Moun¬ 
tain View County agriculture produc¬ 
ers had they ordered it themselves. 

Joe Michielsen, soil moisture tech¬ 
nologist for Alberta Agriculture, has 
clocked more than 15,000 km this 
spring, testing soil. The picture his 
information is painting is a good one. 

“The storms in April, with a lot of 
precipitation and snow, is just what 
we needed to saturate the surface and 
drive moisture down, right through 
to the root zone, making conditions 
excellent for seeding, said Michielsen. 

Michielsen has been testing soil in 
this province for more than 15 years. 
He said for the last two years, condi¬ 
tions were “depressing” but 2003 is a 
“complete turn around”. 

Michielsen drives a core tube, 
known as the King Tube, into the 
ground a foot at a time, taking soil 
samples to determine how much mois¬ 
ture there is. 

By feel, he can determine the con¬ 
dition of soil. He tests at 250 sites 
throughout Alberta 

Michielsen tested the Mountain 
View County soil in early April but 
had to recalculate after the dumps of 
precipitation. 

“Dry weather from the first of the 
spring has taken a complete turn 
around. What I found when I came 
back was conditions had gone from 
fairly dry to very wet,” he said. More 
recent precipitation has left condi¬ 
tions with excessive moisture in the 
western part of the county. 

A combination of events left Moun¬ 
tain View County in such favourable 
shape. 

Michielsen said the first storm had 
a lot of precipitation and snow but 
was run off because of frost. 

“There was enough precipitation

A vole is a vote, except in Alberta 

With the threat of the Federal 
Liberal government calling an 
early election, Albertans should 
be concerned their vote may not 
count as much those who vote in 
other provinces. 

Historically Albertans have 
been more concerned with Sen¬ 
ate reform - the Triple E being 
the desired model. 

But perhaps we should be mak¬ 
ing a stink about parlimentary 
reform. 

According to 2001 census 
numbers Alberta should have three more seats in the House of 
Commons (Ontario and B.C. should have two more each). 

A Liberal leader, whoever it might be in the next election 
would be smart to keep quiet about the situation - it is un¬ 
likely his or her party would win those seats in Alberta. 

Having the number of seats changed in the House is not a 
national problem. 

Most provinces are unlikely to be in the situation of need¬ 
ing more seats because of certain clauses give them more seats 
than what their population allows for. 

Prince Edward Island is a prime example. The province has 
to have at least the same number of seats as it has in the 
senate - meaning the electoral wards are a quarter the size of 
those in Alberta. 

If a vote was worth a dollar in RE.I., Alberta would be alloted 
a quarter. 

It is important to try and fix the system now, rather than 
later. If we don’t get the proper number of seats we need in the 
next election we will have to wait until an election at the end 
of decade before we get our fair share - and the population of 
Alberta is expected to increase drastically in the near future. 

It is up to Albertans to fix this problem, because it is a 
cause that provinces like PE.I. are unlikely to adopt.

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Goodbye good teachers! 


Brookside elementary school 
teacher Joyce Holden was told 
before Easter that she won’t be 
returning to work in Septem¬ 
ber. 

Did Ms. Holden lack pas¬ 
sion, commitment or enthusi¬ 
asm for her job? Was she just 
coasting along, working a 25- 
hour week until her retire¬ 
ment? Did parents, students or 
the school principal think her 
performance was poor? Did she 
commit a crime or behave in¬ 
appropriately? Was Ms. Holden 
in any way a bad teacher? 

No, no, no, no and no are 
the answers to these five ques¬ 
tions. 

Ms. Holden is "absolutely 
exceptional" and "truly gifted in 
teaching," according to school 
principal Laurie Beggs, who 
broke down in tears when she 
dismissed Ms. Holden. Ms. 
Holden had been previously 
nominated for a provincial ex¬ 
cellence in teaching award. 

So why did this good teacher 
get laid off? 

In one word: seniority. Ms. 
Holden will lose her job because 
she lacked seniority within her 
school district. Union-backed 
rules guarantee a job to every 
teacher on a continuous con¬ 
tract, regardless of competence, 
at the expense of good teachers 
on probationary contracts. 

In a province where compe¬ 


tence in teaching is not re¬ 
warded, Ms. Holden has fallen 
victim to the anti-merit ideol¬ 
ogy that determines which 
teachers are hired or fired. 

This same anti-excellence 
philosophy creates Alberta's 
"pay grid." Teachers in Alberta 
are paid according to how many 
years they have worked and 
how many years of post-second- 
ary education they have com¬ 
pleted. Nothing else matters. 
Six years of post-secondary edu¬ 
cation and eleven years of ex¬ 
perience puts you at the top of 
the pay scale. Once there, 
working hard and being effec¬ 
tive are optional, not manda¬ 
tory. Fortunately, most teach¬ 
ers work very hard, and many 
earn less money than they de¬ 
serve. 

Unfortunately, Alberta's cur¬ 
rent "pay grid" also allows a 
small minority of lazy, incom¬ 
petent and uncaring teachers to 
coast along comfortably until 
retirement, collecting a pay 
cheque which they have not 
earned. 

If Brookside elementary 
school’s budget is larger than 
expected and it becomes possi¬ 
ble to hire one extra teacher, 
Ms. Holden won't get her job 
back. 

The extra position (if there 
is one) will automatically go to 
a teacher from another school 


who has more seniority, with¬ 
out regard to competence. 

The Alberta Teachers' Asso¬ 
ciation (ATA) supports the sta¬ 
tus quo, in which seniority al¬ 
ways trumps talent, enthusi¬ 
asm and hard work. Once a 
teacher gets a continuous con¬ 
tract, she or he is guaranteed 
a job for life. But most 
Albertans - including many 
teachers - don't share the ATA's 
rigid commitment to seniority, 
and think that merit should be 
considered. And why not? We 
don't put lawyers, accountants, 
and other professionals on a pay 
grid which rewards seniority at 
the expense of competence. 

There's no point in blaming 
the ATA. That’s because educa¬ 
tion policy is decided by Pre¬ 
mier Klein, Learning Minister 
Oberg, and the other 72 mem¬ 
bers of Alberta's Progressive 
Conservative caucus. It's up to 
them to change current policy. 
Nothing prevents Premier 
Klein from introducing compe¬ 
tence. talent and merit as fac¬ 
tors which determine who is 
hired and who is fired. But un¬ 
til the Klein government 
changes current policy, expect 
the sad story of Joyce Holden 
to be repeated throughout Al¬ 
berta.

Emergency Services Commis¬ 
sion is pleased to celebrate Na¬ 
tional Emergency Medical Serv¬ 
ices (EMSi Week, May 18 to 
May 24. I would ask that you 
please take a moment to recog¬ 
nize the Emergency Medical Re¬ 
sponders (EMRsf the Emer¬ 
gency Medical Technicians 
(EMTs), the Paramedics and 
the Firefighters who provide 
this valuable service (ambu¬ 
lance services) in your commu¬ 
nities. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Services 
Commission was started in 
January of 2001 and its man¬ 
date is to provide Advance Life 
Support Emergency Medical 
Services (paramedic ambulance 
services) to Mountain View 
County, the towns of Olds, 
Didsbury, Carstairs, and 
Sundre, and the Village of 


Cremona. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Services 
Commission is represented by 
a Board of Directors who are 
local municipal councilors 
from each of the member mu¬ 
nicipalities. Those representa¬ 
tives are: Ben Penner - Moun¬ 
tain View County, Kris Bojda - 
Town of Olds, Cheryl Dahl - 
Town of Didsbury, Lance Colby 
- Town of Carstairs, Jim 
Waddell - Town of Sundre, and 
Donna Kelly - Village of 
Cremona. 

The Commission in conjunc¬ 
tion with its contracted serv¬ 
ice (Sundre & District EMS So¬ 
ciety) responded to over 2,400 
events in 2002, and due to the 
growth projections over the 
next several years for this re¬ 
gion we anticipate a continual 
increase in responses. 

The Commission provides 
three (3) Advanced Life Sup¬ 


port (Paramedic) Ambulances 
in the region which are staffed 
at a paramedic level 24 hours 
per day, 7 days per week. Two 
(2) additional ambulances are 
available in the region during 
peak times for hospital trans¬ 
fers and back-up, and for the 
possible excess of emergency 
calls. The Paramedic ambu¬ 
lances are located in Olds, 
Didsbury, and Sundre and the 
backup units are located in 
Olds and Sundre. 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Services 
Commission, along with each 
of the community Fire Depart¬ 
ments, has established a First 
Responder program. The First 
Responders are trained practi¬ 
tioners who respond to ambu¬ 
lance calls, based on the avail¬ 
ability of ambulances at the 
time, and to assist Emergency 
Medical Services with critical 
calls. 


All ambulances associated 
with the Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Emergency Services 
Commission are dispatched 
through the STARS Link 
Center in Calgary. This part¬ 
nership between the Commis¬ 
sion, local emergency services 
and STARS has created a 
strong link in the Chain of Sur¬ 
vival.

NILA receiving 
phone calls about 
deregulation 


Seniors, fanners 
have expressed 
concern

Like many other Tory 
MLAs in the province, Rich¬ 
ard Marz has received many 
phone calls about the deregu¬ 
lation of the electricity indus¬ 
try. 

Marz said he is receiving 
about a call a day on the sub¬ 
ject, and calls have been a 
mixture of those living in ur¬ 
ban centers and those run¬ 
ning farms. 

“I have been talking to a 
lot of people about this. I’ve 
told them we didn’t have a 
crystal ball but we knew we 
were running out of electric¬ 
ity,” said Marz.

He said his 
constituancy office received 
more calls after Premier 
Ralph Klein made his com¬ 
ments about deregulation not 
working the way it should. 

In recent weeks the provin¬ 
cial government has come un¬ 
der attack about the higher 
costs Albertans have been fac¬ 
ing since the deregulation of 
electricity occured at the 
start of this decade. 

Marz pointed out a commit¬ 
tee has been established to 
study the way Albertans are 
being billed.

“It is just the humane 
way - the end result is 
there are less teachers in 
the classroom.” 

“Although schools 
are faced with some dif¬ 
ficult choices for 2003-

school in Olds and a 
Sundre resident at¬ 
tended the board meet¬ 
ing as a spectator. He 
said although the 
budget for next year is 
not finalized, the 1.5 per 
cent cut could lead to 
one less teacher at his 
school. 

“Everyone is on no¬ 
tice at Deer Meadow - 
there could be a reduc¬ 
tion of 1.3 teachers,” 
said Leslie after the 
meeting. “I will know 
for sure once the budget 
is done but right now I 
can’t see anywhere else 
to find the money.” 

Last year at Deer 
Meadow there were four 
Grade 5 classes, five 
Grade 6 classes und five 
Grade 7 classes. Next 
year he is budgeting for 
one less Grade 6 class. 


Enrollment estimates 
are expected to stay the 
same for 2003/2004. 

Leslie said discussion 
: evolved around people 
speaking out to their 
MLA and he agrees. 

“Parents have no idea 
how powerful they are.” 

He said Sundre is an 
excellent example of par¬ 
ents speaking out. 

A mould finding at 
River Valley school in 
Sundre had parents 
speaking out and at that 
same time the province 
announced $10 million 
to modernize that 
school.

Roy Brassard’s 
catching more flies with 
honey than vinegar - at¬ 
titude at Chinook’s 
Edge raised a few trus¬ 
tee eyebrows during a 
budget update, May 14. 

Carstairs’ trustee, 
Ian Taylor, questioned 
Brassard, Chinook’s 
Edge Board Chair, about 
their “quiet” approach 
to the underfunding of 
provincial education 
that is getting so much 
press in urban centres. 

This debate stemmed 
from the acceptance of 
18 early retirement in¬ 
centive packages (ERIPi 
which will lower teacher 
numbers in this divi¬ 
sion. 

In the past. Brassard 
has met with the Minis¬ 
ter of Learning, Dr. Lyle 
Oberg, and expressed 
concern over lack of 
government funds for 
education but has said 
repeatedly that contin¬ 
ued complaints are use¬ 
less and a waste of en¬ 
ergy if there is no more 
money. 

"We have been curi¬ 
ously quiet,” Taylor 
said, noting the board

has spoken about their 
budgets not being sus¬ 
tainable without more 
provincial funding, but 
questioning whether it 
has been loud enough. 

Taylor addressed the 
board saying he has 
read about urban school 
boards complaining that 
urban money collected 
in tax dollars are going 
to rural board who are 
“awash in cash”; but 
reads nothing in the na¬ 
tional media about rural 
boards standing up for 
their right to funding. 

Brassard, former 
MLA for Olds Didsbury 
and Three Hills, re¬ 
peated his philosophy: 
“hollering, yelling and 
stamping your feet 
doesn’t work. We have 
been told there is no 
more money!” 

“Chinook’s Edge is 
good for telling it 
straight,” said Jim Gib¬ 
bons, Superintendent. 

“Sometimes theirs is 
a strategy too painful - 
painting the bleakest 
position to gain doesn’t 


always work,” he said. 

Trustee Sandi 

Chalmers pointed out 
that a polite rural atti¬ 
tude is sometimes not 
appropriate and hinted 
it may be time for rural 
Albertans to speak out 
and be heard. 

“Rural people politely 
sit back, it is their na¬ 
ture, and I don’t think 
they are doing them¬ 
selves justice,” she said. 

Chinook’s Edge an¬ 
nounced they are antici¬ 
pating a reduction of 
teaching staff for the 
2003/2004 school year 
through attrition and 
ERlPs, in response to 
factors such as de¬ 
creased enrollments. 

Earlier in the year 
Chinook’s Edge an¬ 
nounced they are facing 
a $2.2 million deficit - to 
balance it the division 
asked schools to cut 
their budgets by 1.5 per 
cent and have taken 1.3 
million from its reserves 
cutting them down to $1 
million. 

Taylor said the ERIPs

Man caught driving drunk again

The program, geared towards kids six to 12- 
years of age, is designed to give kids something to 


do in the summertime, or to give busy parents a 
break. 

“There are a lot of similarities to the program 
that ran last year,” said Program Coordinator Joel 
Windsor. 

“The program will run from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
we are in the process of determining before and af¬ 
ter care hours.” 

Parents are able to register their child for a one 
week session all the way up to the whole summer. 

Last year the program involved about 14 to 15 
kids per week. 

Windsor is hoping those numbers will be a mini¬ 
mum of 20 this year, adding that higher numbers 
allow the program to offer more excitement for the 
kids. 

“I am hoping we will have a high enrolment so I 
can do all of the things I want to do,” said Wind¬ 


sor, adding that some events got cancelled last year 
due to low turnout. 

Some events in the works are the Duane Steele 
and Adam Gregory concert, a trip to the Calgary 
Zoo and the Cochrane Ranch Hands. 

Each week of the program has its own theme. 
Windsor said themes range from Survivor, Harry 
Potter, Horsing Around and Out-of Space Odessey. 
Each week includes sessions of arts and crafts and 
games that tie in with the theme. 

Until the program is in full swing Windsor will 
be busy planning events, booking guests, advertis¬ 
ing the program and hiring staff.

World champions 
heading to Wrangler 
Pro Rodeo 
Winter Finals

Defending World Saddle 
Bronc Champion Glen O’Neill, 
of Didsbury, is among a hand¬ 
ful of current and former World 
champions participating at the 
Wrangler Pro Rodeo Winter 
Finals Rodeo being held in Las 
Vegas, Nevada, from June 12- 
14, 2003. 

O'Neill qualified for the Win¬ 
ter Finals Rodeo by placing 
fourth in the saddle bronc com¬ 
petition in the gruelling ten 
rodeo tour sanctioned by the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys’ 
Association. This marks the 
third consecutive time O’Neill 
has earned enough points to 
participate in the Winter Finals 
Rodeo offering a purse of over 
$450,000. 

The top twelve competitors 
at the Tour’s completion qualify 
for the finals rodeo. Competi¬ 
tors were awarded points ac¬ 
cording to their finish in each 
of the major events, saddle 
bronc riding, bareback riding, 
bull riding, steer wrestling, tie¬ 
down roping and barrel racing. 

Tour standings have no 
bearing in the Finals Rodeo as 
the competitors start out with 
a clean slate. Every contestant 
is scheduled to compete in the 
first two go-arounds. The top 
eight contestants after the two 
round aggregate advance to the 
semi-final with four moving 
onto the final round. 

Wildwood saddle bronc rider, 
Rod Hay, a brother-in-law to 
O'Neill, has also qualified for 
the Winter Finals Rodeo as has 
Stettler bull rider Scott 
Schiffner. 

In the latest results released 
by the Professional Rodeo Cow¬ 
boys’ Association. O’Neill, the 
2000 Canadian Professional Ro¬ 
deo Association Saddle Bronc 


champion, leads the Jack Dan¬ 
iel's PRCA World Standings 
with winnings of $33,304. 
Meanwhile, Hay is in second 
place in the World standings 
with $27,748 in earnings. 
Schiffner is not yet ranked in 
the World Standings. 

Included among the 95 
qualifiers at the Winter Finals 
Rodeo are 17 defending and 
former World Champions rep¬ 
resenting a combined total of 
48 World Championships. Of 
these, 67 have nodded their 
heads at least one time at the 
Wrangler National Finals Ro¬ 
deo and 28 contestants are try¬ 
ing for their first appearance 
at the NFR. 

On Canadian soil, CPRA 
contestants had a busy May 
long weekend on a three day 
rodeo swing into British Co¬ 
lumbia with stops in Falkland, 
Luxton and Cloverdale. 

At the Princeton Stampede, 
held from May 9 through to 
May 11, Cochrane saddle 
bronc rider, Jeremy Harden, 
won the aggregate with a two 
head total of 158. In the bare- 
back competition, Hanna’s 
Andy Greenslade posted an 
aggregate of 153. On top of the 
bulls, Keremeos, B.C., rider, 
Quentin Gisler marked an 88 
for top honors. 

In the timed events. Consul 
calf roper, Darryl Brost, posted 
a time of 9.8 seconds to claim 
the tie-down roping ahead of 
Sundre roper Todd Gallais 
with a time of 10.3 seconds. 
Andre Aspell, of 150 Mile 
House, B.C., claimed the steer 
wrestling with a time of 5.3 
seconds. Fastest cowgirl 
around the barrels was Sarah 
Gerard with a time of 17.66. 
Brooke Ramsay, of Cochrane, 
with a time of 17.82 finished 
third.

School assignment brings world wide response 


Hot tubbing and 
playing the slots - 
paper people have fun 


When Cremona School first began 
its "fiat Stanley" project, staff and 
students had no idea what kind of 
response they'd receive. Now, several 
months later, they've heard from 
people all around the world. 

"This has been a fantastic 
experience for our students," said 
Jonathon Knights, Principal, 
Cremona School. "It goes to show how 
something can start off small and 
really grow." 

Flat Stanley is a fictional book 
written about a boy (Stanley) who is 
flattened by a bulletin board. 

The book outlines a number of 
adventures that Flat Stanley 
experiences, including being mailed in 
a letter to a friend. 

Cremona School teacher assistant, 
Karen Sinclair, thought it would be 
an interesting assignment for 
students to follow Flat Stanley’s 
example, so more than 200 Cremona 


students in kindergarten through 
grade eight each made and named a 
flat person out of paper, and mailed it 
to a friend or relative. The receiver 
was asked to take the flat person with 
them everywhere they went for 14 
days, and document what was 
happening through pictures and 
journal entries. 

Cremona students now have 
pictures and journal entries of 
adventures from around the world. 
The students' fiat persons have been 
to Ireland on St. Patrick's Day, inside 
a crocodile's mouth in New Orleans, 
and hot tubbing with some grandmas 
in England. 

Other flat people went to a fashion 
show in Holland, the Grammy Awards 
show in New York, a construction 
site in California and one even played 
the slot machines in Las Vegas. Some 
of the replies were hung on hallway 
bulletin boards for students to see, and 
now there are three bulletin boards 
that have been filled. 

"The response was far better than 
I expected," said Karen Sinclair, 
teacher assistant, Cremona School. 
"I've been so impressed with the efforts 
of people who received requests from 
students. They have been extremely 


creative." 

Grade two student, Jesse Budd, 
reports being very excited to open the 
letter when it was returned to him 
from his nanny in Dorset England. "I 
said open it, open it," said Jesse. "I 
wanted to see what they did. It was 
really neat." Inside the envelope, Jesse 
found pictures of his nanny and 
cousins, and even a shot of his fiat 
person with some grandmas in a hot 
tub. 

Grade four student Kaitlyn 
Blankert sent her flat person to her 
cousin Kim, in Holland. "I chose Kim 
because I don't get to see her a lot." 
Kaitlyn said she was most surprised 
"that my cousin colored her hair and 
was in a fashion show." 

Grade eight student, Courtney 
Sheehan said at first she wasn't too 
excited about the project, but then as 
she thought about her cousin in 
Ireland who was waiting for the 
arrival of her baby, Courtney thought 
the idea might be a fun way to 
connect. Courtney's fiat person was 
named "Flat Patrick" because it was 
in Ireland on St. Patrick's Day. Flat 
Patrick almost went to the St. 
Patrick's Day parade, but didn't make 
it because baby Emma arrived that 


day, 11 days over due. "I was so 
excited to get the pictures of the baby," 
said Courtney. 

Sinclair said the assignment was 
designed to encourage reading and 
writing. However, she said it has also 
had other positive impacts on 
students. 

"Our students are learning a lot of 
different things, from geography to 
climatology, to history and culture. 
They're also learning more about 
their family and friends," said 
Sinclair. Knights said the project even 
helps students better understand the 
values they've been learning about at 
school this year, such as tolerance 
and diversity. 

Grade five student Hawley Massel 
sent her "Flat Olivia" to friends in 
Papua New Guinea. Hawley hasn't 
received hers back yet, but has had 
lots of e-mail reports. "The funniest 
one was when Bernie and Mark 
(Bernie's 16 year old son) were on a 
muddy bike ride, and Mark wiped 
out." Hawley said the most surprising 
thing for her was to realize how 
similar life in Papua New Guinea is 
compared to life in Alberta. "They have 
the same fruits and vegetables in the

“GDL provides new drivers 
with more time to practice 
and increase their skill level 
before graduating to more de¬ 
manding driving conditions,” 
said Stelmach.

If a new driver has a 
Learner’s (Class 7) licence 
before May 20, 2003, the man¬ 
datory one-year learning pe¬ 
riod is waived and a road test 


to become a GDL probation¬ 
ary driver can be taken when 
an individual turns 16 years 
of age and is ready. 

If a new driver obtains a 
Learner’s (Class 7) licence on 
or after May 20, 2003, that 
person must be a learner for 
one year, regardless of age, 
before taking the Class 5 road 
test and becoming a GDL pro¬ 
bationary driver.

The provincial media have 
been full of stories about 
teacher layoffs in Edmonton 
and Calgary - how the Minis¬ 
ter was angry with Edmonton, 
sending in auditors to check 
the Board's accounts (without 
finding much to criticize), 
while he was sympathetic, even 
conciliatory to the Calgary 
Public Board which is in the 
same squeeze. 

While these two 
heavyweights dominate the 
media reportage it is true to say 
that every public school board 
in the Province struggles with 
revenues that fail to match in¬ 
creased costs. 

These increased costs are 
not only in the area of teacher 
salaries. Any home owner or 
business person in the Province 
knows the greater chunk of 
income going to heating and 
power bills since deregulation. 
Schools get no special relief on 
the prices. 

Consequently our cost 
overrun in this crucial depart¬ 
ment will be over half a million 
dollars. 

There's a cruel irony in the 
fact that the high prices that

plus cash put a tighter squeeze 
on the resources available for 
our students. 

1 have the feeling that behind 
all this is a government still 
smarting after the bitter labor 
dispute with teachers last year- 
a government that will show 
teachers that if they received a 
big salary increase then they

Boards are tne un¬ 
willing agents of this policy 
and our students the ones who 
are most directly affected.

Last Monday evening Ron 
Brown, principal of Hugh Suth¬ 
erland School, went over next 
year's proposed budget with 
parents of the School Council. 
It’s one thing to sit in a remote 
place and talk about outbacks 
and inadequate funding; it's 
quite another to be with people 
who are directly affected by the 
crunch. Parents were con¬ 
cerned at some predicted large 
classes, particularly the grade 
ones at twenty - seven. The 
teacher present was alarmed 
that the money allocated for 
classroom supplies was to be 
halved.

awarded teacher pay increases 
of 14%, he pointed out that 
there would be serious reper¬ 
cussions if the government did 
not step up to the plate to give 
boards the money to cover this. 
Pat Nelson's budget speech

I would like to help them, but honestly, I am barely 
able to do everything necessary to care for my own fam¬

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Growing the green, green grass at home: Part 4 


Hello again, everyone. 1 
hope you all had a wonderful 
Victoria Day weekend, regard¬ 
less of the erratic pattern of the 
weather. 

This week’s column is the 
final part of this series of lawn 
care articles. There is a lot more 
I could write about lawn care 
but really, the basics that I have 
talked about are the most im¬ 
portant tasks necessary for cre¬ 
ating and maintaining a 
healthy, beautiful lawn. 

The subject for this week is 
lawn pests. There are a lot of 
potential pests for lawns and it 
just isn’t possible for me to dis¬ 
cuss them all here. I will touch 
on the ones that we most com¬ 
monly battle but if you have a 
specific lawn pest you would like 
control information on, you 
can send your question to the 
address or email address at the 
end of this article. The concerns 
I hear about most often regard¬ 
ing lawn pests are weeds, ants 
and dew worms. 

Weeds: The first and fore¬ 
most point to keep in mind 
when dealing with weeds is you 
will never be able to perma¬ 
nently eradicate them all. As a 
society we really need to re-pat- 
tern our expectations and ac¬ 
ceptance regarding the exist¬ 
ence of plants, such as dandeli¬ 
ons, in our lawns. A few weeds 
do not create an overwhelming 
eyesore and are easily control¬ 
led just by digging them out and 
removing flower heads before 
they go to seed will greatly re¬ 
duce their spread. Keep in mind 
that weeds do not easily become 
established in well-maintained 
turf that is .thick and healthy. 
An excess of weeds in your 
lawn is an indicator of an un¬ 
healthy lawn. Blanket applica¬ 
tion of a herbicide may tempo¬ 
rarily eliminate the weeds you 
can see but that only addresses 
the symptom not the problem. 
It’s best to start with cultural 
control methods and use chemi¬ 
cals only if the infestation is 
too overwhelming to be control¬ 
led through non-chemical 
means. The following cultural 
control methods will signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the probability of 
weeds becoming a problem in 
your lawn. 

1. Use the correct type of 
grass for the area i.e. if you are

planting in a shady area make 
sure that the grass species be¬ 
ing grown is good for shade. 

2. Correctly mow and wa¬ 
ter your lawn. Mowing too 
short and too much, too little 
or too shallow watering will 
allow weeds to start up in your 
lawn and get established. 

3. Fertilize properly to en¬ 
sure that turf nutrient levels 
are maintained. 

4. Make aeration a regular 
once-a-year task in either the 
spring or fall. 

5. Dig or pull weeds and 
make sure flowers don’t go to 
seed. 

When a weed population has 
become so large that proper 
maintenance practices cannot 
manage them, it may be neces¬ 
sary to use a chemical control 
in order to lower the popula¬ 
tion to a size that can be man¬ 
aged by cultural controls. 
While 1 do not support the use 
of chemical controls I do rec¬ 
ognize that there is sometimes 
no alternative. In these cases 1 
would suggest that a profes¬ 
sional, certified pesticide appli¬ 
cator that is knowledgeable in 
Integrated Plant Health Care 
be consulted and/or hired to 
apply the chemical. Also, make 
sure that the herbicide used is 
the least toxic, effective prod¬ 
uct for the problem being 
treated and that it is applied as 
a spot treatment rather than a 
blanket spray. 

Ants: Ants can interfere with 
grass growth and mowing hills 
are created. These annoying

but persistent creatures can 
often be controlled by pouring 
very hot water on the nests or 
applying crushed, fresh egg¬ 
shells or cinnamon over the 
entire mound. If these measures 
aren’t enough then try apply¬ 
ing diatomaceous earth or in¬ 
secticidal soap both of which 
are environmentally safe prod¬ 
ucts that can be found at your 
local garden centre. 

Dew worms: While dew 
worms are very beneficial for 
soil fertility and topsoil crea¬ 
tion, they can present a prob¬ 
lem in that they cause very 
bumpy, uneven lawns. Rather 
than focusing on control of the 
worms themselves it would be 
best to focus on controlling the 
mounding that they cause. The 
following cultural controls will 
assist in decreasing the 
mounding caused by these oth¬ 
erwise very helpful creatures. 

1. Remove and/or reduce 
the thatch layer on your lawn 
(see pari 2 of this series ). Leav¬ 
ing the cores on the lawn after 
aerating and allowing them to 
break down naturally will fur¬ 
ther assist in breaking down 
the thatch layer. 

2. Applying gypsum to the 
lawn before raking will help to 
break down the worm castings. 

3. Casts can be broken up 
and turf smoothed out by 
verticutting, which is done 
with a vertical slicing machine. 

4. Ensure that watering is

even and deep and done in the 
early morning. 

5. Maintain a lower soil pH 
level by using a sulphur coated 
fertilizer. 

There are no chemical con¬ 
trols that are registered for dew 
worm control and for that I’m 
glad because the positive effects 
these animals have on the 
health of the soil far outweigh 
the inconvenience of a few 
bumps in the lawn. 

There is one other common 
lawn problem but the discus¬ 
sion on this would be so exten¬ 
sive that I chose not to write 
about it here. That problem is 
Fairy Ring. This fungal prob¬ 
lem is very, very difficult to con¬ 
trol and there a variety of re¬ 
ported ways to suppress and 


eradicate them. The best thing 
to remember about Fairy Ring 
is to try to avoid it in the first 
place by maintaining the health 
of your lawn. If, however, you
